(AP) — One night this week, 
three young men climbed out a 
dormitory w i n d o w , raced 
across a dimly lit campus and 
disappeared into the darkness. 


Another evening af the same 


campus, a young man looked 
up from a pool game during a 
dormitory dance. "Man. this 
place is called prison,'' he said, 
"but it's the first decent chance 
I've had to do anything in 17 
years." 


He had gotten a message that 


the three who ran away had 
missed. 


Most inmates at the Robert 


F Kennedy Youth Center do 
see the light—a light that the 
federal government is trying to 
find for a troubled correctional 
system that has led to Atticas 
and San Quentins. 


"What we're trying to do," 


says a youth center official, "is 
to say to troubled young men 
and women that we want to 
help, how about giving us a 
chance." 


Rehabilitation Experiment 
The chance—for 235 young of- 


fenders here—is a multimillion- 
dollar rehabilitation experiment 
which has produced convincing 


results in less than three years. 


Without bars or high wire 


fences, the Kennedy Youth cen- 
ter is easy to leave. And many 
have escaped—about 100 since 
the facility opened in December 
1968. 


But records also show that 


more than 300 of the 400 who 
have been released from the 
center are still free—a success 
rate of about 75 per cent. 


"That's not an ideal figure." 


says Rov Gerrard, former di- 
rector of the center who is now 
deputy director of the U.S. Bu- 
reau of Prisons "But it's a lot 
better than any other place 1 
know of"

Washington, said that no com- 
parative figures are available 
on the success ratio of con- 
ventional correction institutions 
for young offenders. 


No Sound Chance 


Inmates who escape from the 


Kennedv center don't get a sec- 
ond 
chance there

capees were apprehended and 
sent elsewhere, mostly to max- 
imum security institutions. 


There are no cells at the Ken- 


nedy center. Instead, there are 
individual rooms in seven dor- 
mitories that dot a 250-acre 


campus just outside Morgan- 
town, home of West Virginia 
University. 


Scattered on the grounds are 


athletic fields, a gymnasium, 
classroom buildings and an in- 
door swimming pool, part of an 
$ll-million physical plant. 


For the center's 210 mates 


and 25 females, who range in 
age from 16-23, life is far differ- 
ent than at practically any oth- 
er penal institution.

the environment, to keep an of- 
fender in the same community 
environment in which he must 
eventually

Money Important 


An important ingredient in 


the formula is money. Flamm 
says the government spends 
about $34 per day on each in- 
mate, easily the highest per ca- 
pita expenditure of any federal 
penal 
facility. This cost in- 


cludes the $11 million price tag 
on the physical plant. 


The average expenditure for 


all 
federal prisons is about 


$10.50 a day for inmate, accord- 
ing to federal prison officials in 
Washington. 


All Kennedy Center Inmates 


receive at least six hours of in- 
struction per day in 
areas 


lavishly equipped to teach elec- 
tronics, 
woodworking, 
power 


technology, graphics, aerome- 
chanics, basic and remedial

Discussion Groups 


The counselors attempt to 


work in small discussion groups 
outside of classes. Gerrard says 
they have been quite successful 
in avoiding the problems of 
race and homosexuality that 
plague most penal institutions. 
The center population is about 
50 per cent black. 


Most of the inmates here are 


persons who have stepped out- 
side the federal law for the 
first time. They are referred 
here by the courts and by other 
penal institutions when officials 
spot a potential for rehabilita- 
tion. 


"Society hasn't come up with 


many answers for corrections," 
Gerrard says. "A lot of the 
things we're doing at Kennedy 


might point the way to a better 
future."

A second place on the Court 


opened Thursday when Justice 
John M. Harlan retired. Har- 
lan, 72, and suffering cancer of 
the spine, stepped down six 
days after Justice Hugo L. 
Black, who is in critical condi- 
tion at the Bethesda Naval Hos- 
pital. 


In announcing Harlan's re-i 


tkement, White House Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said Nixon was expected "to 
move as swiftly as possible to 
find two highly qualified indi- 
viduals to fill the vacancies."

No. J Problem 
Is Economy 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - 


The Gallup Poll says the chief 
concern of the American people 
is the state of the economy, not 
the Vietnam war. 


Gallup surveys over the last 


seven years have indicated the 
war was considered by more 
seople to be of primary impor- 
tance than any other issue. 


But 45 per cent of the 1,495 


persons interviewed last month 
said the economy was up- 
permost, with 25 pet cent say- 
ing the war was the No. 1 prob- 
lem, the poll reported Thurs- 
day. 


In a June poll, 33 per cent of 


those interviewed said the war 
was the primary problem and 
22 per cent cited the economy. 


Those interviewed in the Au- 


gust poll also said the economy 
would be the major issue in the 
1972 presidential campaign.

(AP) — One night this week, 
three young men climbed out a 
dormitory w i n d o w , raced 
across a dimly lit campus and 
disappeared into the darkness. 


Another evening at the same 


campus, a young man looked 
up from a pool game during a 
dormitory dance. "Man, this 
place is called prison." he said, 
"but it's the first decent chance 
I've had to do anything in 17 
years." 


He had gotten a message that 


the three who ran away had 
missed. 


Most inmates at the Robert 


F. Kennedy Youth Center do 
see the light—a light that the 
federal government is trying to 
find for a troubled correctional 
system that has led to Attieas 
and San Quentins. 


"What we're trying to do," 


says a youth center official, "i.s 
to say to troubled young men 
and women that we want 1o 
help, how about giving us a 
chance." 


Rehabilitation Exoeriment 
The chance—for 235 young of- 


fenders here—is a multimillion- 
dollar rehabilitation experiment 
which has produced convincing 


results in less than three years. 


Without bars or high wire 


fences, the Kennedy Youth cen- 
ter is easy to leave. And many 
have escaped—about 100 since 
the facility opened in December 
1968. 


But records also show that 


more than 300 of the 400 who 
have been released from the 
center are still free—a success 
rate of about 75 per cent. 


"That's not an ideal figure." 


says Roy Gerrard, former di- 
rector of the center who is now 
deputy director of the U.S. Bu- 
reau of Prisons. "But it's a lot 
better than any other place I 
know of." 


Federal 
prison officials 
in 


Washington, said that no com- 
parative figures are available 
on the success ratio of con- 
ventional correction institutions 
for young offenders. 


No Sound Chance 


Inmates who escape from the 


Kennedy center don't get a sec- 
ond 
chance there.

«how that most of the 100 es- 
capees were apprehended and 
sent elsewhere, mostly to max- 
imum security institutions. 


There are no cells at the Ken- 


nedy center. Instead, there arc 
individual rooms in seven dor- 
mitories that dot a 250-acre 


campus just outside Morgan- 
town, home of West Virginia 
University. 


Scattered on the grounds are 


athletic fields, a gymnasium, 
classroom buildings and an in- 
door swimming pool, part of an 
$ll-million physical plant. 


For the center's 210 males 


and 25 females, who range in 
age from 16-23, life is far differ- 
ent than at practically any oth- 
er penal institution. 


"The objective is to normalize 


the environment, to keep an of- 
fender in the same community 
environment in which he must 
eventually 
live,"

AH inmates are involved in 


some kind of educational or 
work program. 


Money Important 


An important ingredient in 


the formula is money. Flamm 
says the government spends 
about $34 per day on each in- 
mate, easily the highest per ca- 
pita expenditure of any federal 
penal facility. This cost in- 
cludes the $11 million price tag 
on the physical plant. 


The average expenditure for 


all federal prisons i.s about 
SI0.50 a day for inmate, accord- 
ing to federal prison officials in 
Washington. 


All Kennedy Center Inmates 


receive at least six hours of in- 
struction 
per 
day 
in areas 


lavishly equipped to teach elec- 
tronics, 
woodworking, power 


technology, graphics, aerome- 
chanics, basic and remedial 
education courses and data proc- 
essing. 


Classes are taught by 22 in- 


structors hired as guidance 
counselors and then trained to 
teach vocationally. 


Discussion Groups 


The counselors attempt to 


work in small discussion groups 
outside of classes. Gerrard says 
they have been quite successful 
in avoiding the problems of 
race and homosexuality that 
plague most penal institutions. 
The center population is about 
50 per cent black. 


Most of the inmates hero are 


person? who have stepped out- 
side the federal law tor the 
first time. They are referred 
here by the courts and by other 
penal institutions when officials 
spot a potential for rehabilita- 
tion 


"Society hasn't come up with 


many answers for corrections," 
Gerrard says. "A lot of the 
things we're doing at Kennedy 


might point the way to a better 
future."

A typical Friday night at the 


center will find a dance in one 
of the dormitories, where coeds 
and social workers from West 
Virginia University come for 
thp evening.

powers in one agency" rein- 
forces this suspicion, said Tyier. 
"I wonder if it is good policy to 
vest enforcement powers, along 
with arrest and .adjudication 
powers in one agency," he said.

state, Byers said, he led a 
group of legislators in drafting

Pros and Cons of Acupuncture 


There has been some amount of 


humor expressed since our new con- 
tacts with China about acupuncture, an 
age-old Chinese system of using tiny 
needles to puncture parts of the body to 
encourage the cures of various ailments. 


One explanation is that this merely 


takes the mind of the patient off his 
painful symptoms by developing some 
new sore spots. William Buckley has 
suggested that New York Times editor 
James Reston, who had an emergency 
appendectomy while recently in China, 
needed a few more punctures so he could 
see the light of horror that has ac- 
companied the Communist rise to 
power. 


But at least the new half-way open 


door policy means that some Western 
scientists can now travel to mainland 


China and perhaps learn more about 
various other systems of medicine. 


Currently three American doctors of 


repute, Dr. Paul Dudley White and Dr. 
Edmunds Dimond, both cardiologists, 
and Dr. Samuel Rosen, an ear specialist, 
have been visiting China. They may not 
come back enthused about acupuncture 
but they may have the opportunity to 
find out something more about it. 


Some scientists are fond of saying 


that their speciality crosses all borders 
and ideologies. That this is not 
specifically true has been obvious from 
various disputed Russian claims over 
the years. The various arts cannot be so 
considered either when their purpose is 
to prove that one particular form of 
society is the answer to all ills. 


But contact and communication can't 


hurt. 


Japan on the Security Council 


Whatever is decided in this session of 


the United Nations about the admission 
of the Peking regime and in what 
category, it is bound to be vehemently 
opposed by a great many people. 


The United States has now taken the 


lead in proposing that Peking not only be 
represented in the General Assembly 
but receive China's permanent position 
on the Security Council. Such positions 
are held only by China, now somewhat 
ridiculously represented by 
the 


Nationalist government on Taiwan— 
which obviously does not control the vast 
majority of Chinese—the United States, 
Great Britian, the Soviet Union and 
France. The setup was authorized when 
the United Nations Charter was written. 


Well, why not change the Charter? 
At the time it was drawn up, the 


countries which were named as per- 
manent members were the most 
powerful on earth without which 
decisions that could be enforced could 
not be made. But since that time many 
things have happened. England's em- 
pire has dwindled away and it even lacks 
the complete support quite often of the 
members of the British Commonwealth. 
France, particularly now without the 
late Charles de Gaulle, hardly speaks for 
all of Europe. No one doubts the power of 
the United States or the Soviet Union but 
Japan is in effect the most influential 
nation in Asia if not the strongest in 
military terms. Why not write an en- 
tirely new formula for permanent 
members? 


They could be hemispheric, although 


there would be bitter battles over which 
•would represent Africa and Latin 
America, for instance. Or could per- 
manent members as such be done away 
with entirely, extending the veto power 


to all Security Council members? 


In actual fact the concept of the 


Security Council, like that of the whole 
United Nations, has changed since it was 
created. The power in the General 
Assembly now rests with the myriad of 
small countries, in particular those of 
Asia and Africa, especially when joined 
for various reasons by either the 
Western bloc or the Communist one. The 
Security Council was long ago made 
impotent by the veto power used so 
many times by the Soviet Union, a few 
times by France and once by the United 
States. The purpose of the United 
Nations, once conceived as a means to 
prevent all future wars, is now two-fold; 
it has numerous agencies which do help 
in the fields of health, education, 
sanitation and nutrition in un- 
derdeveloped countries and it provides a 
forum for debating hot national and 
political issues. Both responsibilities 
indirectly may accomplish in part its 
original purpose. 


If the Security Council cannot be 


abolished, if the representatives of the 
Communist and Nationalist Chinese 
insist neither will give in to the other, if 
there still must be permanent members 
if only for the sake of prestige, why not 
replace China's seat with that of Japan? 
At that point both Taipei and Peking 
might refuse to have anything to do with 
the U.N. in any capacity. 


But in any case this will probably 


happen to one or the other and the 
balance would not be so suddenly 
changed. Such a suggestion by the 
United States could also help to 
strengthen our badly strained bonds 
with the Japanese and help maintain in 
power Premier Sato's friendly govern- 
ment.

Tired of Governing? 


Talk - about 
the State 


Department luring Nelson 
Rockefeller to Washington 
presupposes that he is tired of 
governing New York, of which 
there 
is 
considerable 


evidence. Friends say that 
Rockefeller's 
ego 
has 


exhausted the Empire State's 
challenge by his winning re- 
election to a fourth term with 
a record majority, and then 
helping squeeze his hated foe, 
Mayor John Lindsay, out of 
the Republican Parly. Now 
Rockefeller finds no further 
cheer in humdrum state ad- 
ministration, a recalcitrant 
legislature, and the thankless 
prospect of more situations 
like the Attica prison con- 
frontation. 


If Nelson Rockefeller is 


interested, President Nixon 
has good reason to want to 
bring him into the Cabinet. 
The New York Governor's 
wealth, 
influence, 
and 


political acumen can be 
enormously helpful to Mr. 
Nixon's re-election bid in just 
those areas — New England, 
New York, 
Pennsylvania, 


New Jersey and the Great 
Lakes — where the President 
is in trouble. Back in August, 
after the President made his 
parochial school aid pledge to 
the Knights of Columbus, he 
and Attorney General John 
Mitchell 
huddled 
with 


Rockefeller for a far-ranging 
political discussion. Once 
Rockefeller's lawyer, Mitchell 
handles much of the White 
House liaison with the New 
York governor. 


Nelson Rockefeller, who 


loves a challenge, can clearly 
find one if he takes the top job 
at the State Department. Not 
just the center stage of a 
crucial era in international 


affairs, but the challenge of 
political survival — of re- 
electing the President whose 
defeat would put him out of a 
job, and cost him another 
niche in history. 


As Secretary of State, 


Rockefeller would not be the 
red flag to conservatives that 
he would be as a replacement 
for Spiro Agnew. Foreign 
policy and defense are two of 
the 
Governor's 
hardline 


areas. Indeed, he may even be 
to the right of current ^White 
House thinking. 


The State Department has a 


definite appeal to Rockefeller. 
He served there in 1944-45 as 
Assistant Secretary for Latin 
America; his international 
interest and expertise are 
widely acknowledged; and his 
connections are unmatched 
(from the Chase Maniiattan 
Bank to ' the prestigious, 
Rockefeller-backed Council on 
Foreign Relations), Nobody in- 
the Republican Party could 
come into the State Depart- 
ment with the clout of Nelson 
A. Rockefeller; he might even 
be able to give the place its 
long-hoped-for overhaul. 


How About Kissinger? 


Certainly he would come 


with 
full 
authority. 


Rockefeller's assumption of 
the Secretaryship of State 
could only be like a feudal lord 
assuming a new fief. Any such 
position would have to im- 
pinge on the prerogatives of 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
the 


President's currently all- 
pcwerful 
assistant 
for 


National Security Affairs. 
Because Kissinger used to 
work for Rockefeller, the New 
York governor's personality 
and background would tend to 
re-subordinate his onetime 
aide. 


If Rockefeller were to quit 


New York, he would leave the 
governorship in what he 
considers highly trained and 
capable hands — those of 
Malcolm 
Wilson, 
his 


lieutenant governor and loyal 
understudy for 12 long years. 
Not only does Rockefeller 
have great faith in Wilson, but 
New York political circles 
believe he has given Wilson a 
pledge to resign before his 
term is up so that Wilson can 
run in 1974 as the incumbent 
governor. 


All of this is speculation, of 


course. But it's not hard to 
imagine Nelson Rockefeller 
spurning the wearisome 
problems of New York to 
participate in the grand 
restructuring of U.S. in- 
ternational relations.

with a large percentage of 
students, the courts seem to be 
holding that indeed the 
student can vote at his school 
rather than as an absentee 
voter from the precinct of his 
non-school residency. This 
•will create concern on their 
knowledge and willingness to 
be involved in issues not 
directly connected to their 
student lives. 


It also raises the question of 


determination of out of state 
tuitions. If, for purposes of 
voting, a student from Illinois 
is declared a resident in his 
college community, can the| 
school then charge him out of' 
state tuition?

This will 
probably be attempted for at 
least local elections.

What Are Reasons 
For Having Children?

If we are going to cut down' 


seriously on our population 
growth — and I think it is an 
absolute necessity — then we 


Harris 


will first have to change our 
simple-minded 
attitude 


toward the parents of large 
families. 


Most people who meet me 


for the first time ask about my 
family, and when they find I 
have five children they emit 
little murmurs of admiration 
and respect, as if I had done 
something notable. 


Now I am pleased and proud 


to have these children, but 
there was nothing especially 
meritorious 
about 
their 


conception. Their existence 
does not testify to my virility, 
or even to any exceptional 
fertility, and certainly is no 
evidence that I am suited for 
parenthood. 


Anybody with the nominal 


equipment can have children; 
it is no great achievement. 
Indeed, in most cases it 
happens during a fit of absent- 
mindedness. No child should 
ever be called a "mistake," 
but some are certainly 
miscalculations. 


Parents with four children 


are not twice as good or twice 
as loving or twice as in- 
telligent as parents with only 
two children. True, they have 
more experience, but as 


Bismarck said of his donkey, 
"He has been through nine 
campaigns with me, and 
knows no more than he did 
after the first." 


Apart from our population 


problem, I am convinced that 
an immense number of people 
who have children should not 
have them, and do not par- 
ticularly want them, except as 
"symbols" of family life. 
What they want are ideal 
children, not real ones; and as 
soon as the real ones show no 
intention of conforming to the 
ideal in the parent's mind, 
they are treated as burdens, 
shipped away to school, or 
otherwise neglected. 


Somebody once said that if 


many people had not read 
about romantic love and seen 
it on the screen, they would 
never look for it themselves. I 
believe this, and along with it I 
believe that if many people 
were not ashamed to be 
thought deficient in "family 
feeling" they would never 
have children. 


Nor have I noticed that the 


parents of large families 
exhibit any more proficiency 
in bringing them up, except in 
terms of establishing 
a 


barracks-room regimen which 
is necessary for simple sur- 
vival. Some studies have 
indicated, in fact, that 
children coming from large 
families suffer from a lack of 
sharply-defined 
personality 


and lack a sense of individual 
identity. 


At any rate, we have to 


begin to recognize that it is the 
quality of parenthood that is 
more essential than the 
quantity. Rousseau, be it 
remembered, 
wrote 
a 


masterly book on education — 
and then sent his five children 
to a foundling home. He was 
more honest than most.
